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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8-9 are allowed over the prior art of the record. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of the claims is that prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest the particular of the 
method of operating a tool shaft, as appears in the independent claim 8. Major emphasis is 
being placed upon the selection of "a codeable resistor" along with its "calibration" and 
"insertion", in combination with other limitations of the said independent claims and its 
dependent one.
